The above facts are stated upon the 
indisputable authority of the leaders 
of the labor world. The labor statis- 
ticians know to a nicety the exact 
supply and demand of all those classed 
as wage earners. At this same time 
last year the most conservative esti- 
mates placed the number of unem- 
ployed in this city at 100,000. A large 
proportion of this vast army was suf- 
fering terrible want, while the remain- 
der were dependent upon friends or 
relatives, charity; or the meagre say- 
ings of former years, Strong, 
energetic men prayed for work but 
there was no work for them, and many 
were the tragedies those days as a con- 
sequence. Now the dinner pails once 
more go flashing out into the morn- 
ing sun, the little brown envelopes 
come home to happy families every 
Saturday night, gaunt cheeks are fill- 
ing out and sober tones are replaced 
by merry laughter. Heads of all the 
trades and labor unions have con- 
cluded careful estimates showing that 
less than 5 per cent. of the laboring 


classes are now out of employment,’ 


and that most of this number are the 
shiftless class who will never at any 
time engage in honest labor if they 
can help it. 

Never in the history of the city has 


there been so much work to do as now, 


and at almost every point over the 
length and breadth of Manhattan Is 
land the army of workers is in evi- 
dence. The undertakings now in pro- 
gress are of a colossal nature, and are 
dependent upon immense capital. 
They give employment to almost every 
class of workman, both skilled and un- 
skilled. 

The Metropolitan Street Railway 
Corporation at present has 10,000 men 
at work putting in the underground 
trolley system in place of their horse 
car lines. This work presents a mar- 
velous sight as seen on the Fourth and 
Madison Avenue division where over 
4,000 laborers are employed. As far 
as one can see up and down these 
Avenues there stretch long lines of 
busy men, digging, putting in the iron 
work, laying new raile and repairing. 
They belong to the unskilled class, but 
being chosen with particular reference 
to their intelligence, they are given 
much work ordinarily done by skilled 
mechanics and consequently they re- 
ceive good wages. Within a week 
2,000 more men will be put at work on 
the Second Avenue division and 3,000 
are already working on the various 
cross-town lines undergoing a change 
of motive power. 

Never in the history of the city have 
so many miles of streets been torn up 
as now are undergoing municipal im- 
provements. Nearly 9,000 laborers are 
at present being employed by the city, 
1,000 by the Department of Public 
Works and over 8,000 by the City Con- 
tractors. The work embraces variety 
of improvements. A great water main 
and a new sewer is being laid the entire 
length of Fifth Avenue and the whole 
thoroughfare paved with asphalt. 
Miles of sewers under other streets 
are being repaired, miles of block pav- 
ing is being taken up and asphalt sub-

Dom 
sioner James J. Wells, one of the 
safest authorities on New York real 
estate says: “Suburban homes are go- 
ing to be put up by the score, Men 
who have had their money in savings 
banks are now ready to invest.

Now they are 


sure of work so with their savings they 
‘are buying lots. That means they will 


build houses and every house gives 


work to from six to a score of men.“ 
The statistician of the New York 
Branch of the State Bureau of Labor 
Statistics having just completed a trip 
through the state, reports a marked 
improvement in igdustrial conditions 
everywhere. John J. Bealin, Manager 
of the New York Brauch of the Bu- 
reau, an exceedingly conservative 
authority made this statement, I 
have no hesitation iu saying that there 
ie such a marked improvement in the 
opportunity for securing work as to 
Justify the assertion that good times 
are knocking at our doors 

Prosperity for the wage earner began 
to set in slowly but steadily immediate 
ly after the defeat of Bryanism last 
November. Execution of hundreds of 
contracts and undertakings was de- 
pendent upon the election of the sound 
money candidate and the triumph of a 


‘patriotic platform, Had Bryan been 


elected most of these contracts would 
have become null, and the financial 
panic which tollowed would have dealt 
its severest blow at the wage earner. 
For besides the greatly lessened oppor- 
tunities for securing work, prices of 
necessities would have been doubled, 
but the price of wages, following a 
well established law, would not have 
increased in like proportion. The 
wage earner, therefore, like the farmer, 
the merchant, and the manufacturer, 
is reaping his share of the benefits re- 
sulting from the triumph of the people 
over the forces of disorder. When, as 
now, there is work to do and reason- 
able wages in return for it, social in- 
cendiaries find little ground for their 
appeals © discontent and class hatred.

White Pine Plantations in Massachu- 
setts as described in 1886, 


The real progress in sylviculiure in 
Massachusetts has been made by the 
farmers of Barnstable and Plymouth 
counties. 

It has been demonstrated: in Barns- 
table County that a crop of pitch pine 
can be raised from seed with as much 
certainty as a crop of corn, and with 
much less expense; and that the loose 
and shifting’ sands of Cape Cod, use- 


less for every other purpose, can, with 


the aid of this tree, be made to bear 
valuable crops of wood. 

Not less interesting, certainly, and 
perhaps even more suggestive of future 
developement toward the true policy 


for New England forest management, | 


are the white pine plantations made 
forty or fifty years ago in Middleborough, 
Raynham, Bridgewater and other 
towns in that part of the state, 

These plantations were made upon 
barren, sandy soil, entirely exhausted 
by long cultivation, with seedling pines 
dug in the neighboring woods, The 
young trees are set in shallow furrows, 
at odd times, without interfering 
with other farm work, and so with 
little expense 10 the farmer. A 
distance varying from five to twelve 
feet in different plantations was left be- 
tween the trees, which, after planting, 
received no subsequent care or thin- 
ning. These trees, with faw excep- 
tions, have grown rapidly and with 
great vigor, and are now worth, on the 
stump, sixty to seventy five dollars an 
acre; and men are still living in these 
towns who have cut and sold white

selves.
